Oil Refining company of El Dorado 
Friday threw the Arkansas state-wide 
oil-well shutdown mandate into litiga- 
tion for the second time, applying l/> 
chancery court here for a restraining 
order against the padlocking of its pro- 
ducing wells by slate ixilice. 


Named defendants in the injunction 


proceedings were: Superintendent Gray 
Albright, and members of the police 
force who swooped down on the Lion's 
Shulcr field wells Thursday night and 
applied padlocks to them after the 
company had refused to obey the man- 
date of the Oil & Gas Commission for 
a shutdown of all controlled fields. 


After a preliminary presentation ol

demurrer by attorneys for the police. 
the hearing was recessed. 


The company challenged the right of 


the state police to act as an enforcing 
agency for the slate commission, con- 
tended that there wa.s no authority in 
state law for padlocking the wells, 


1 charged that the police made threats 


of force and physical injury in the 
padlocking operation, and alleged thai 
Ihe company had suffered damage "in 
excess of 510,000" in the enforced .shut- 
down.

Squalus Is Towed 


Closer to Beach 


Submarine Grounded in 90 


Feet of Water—to Re- 


move Bodies 


PORTSMOUTH, N. H.- ifl'l —The 


Squalus neared the end Thursday night 
of probably the strangest voyage in 
submarine history after being twice 
lifted and towed from the 240-foot 
depth to which she sank May 23. 


The second successful "blowing and 


towing" 
operation 
left 
the vessel 


grounded in 90 feet of water about 
four miles off the mainland and gave 
promise that the bodies of 26 men who 
died aboard her might be recovered 
will)in another two weeks. 


About midway, with the Squalus be- 


ing towed stern first ,a guide line con- 
necting the submarine's bow and the 
salvage flagship Falcon snapped. Only 
a hawser that held the tariling Falcon 
to tlie bog pontoons prevented a sud- 
den sway of the salvage vessel and 
the possible parting of at least some 
of the 33 air \rnes that ran from the 
Falcon's tajiks to the submarine.

By next January, we shall know. 


The-President's plan for a huge spend'-lend program has been rejected by n 
Congress which believes it correctly understands that the people of the coun- 
try demand a brake on spending. 


Of course, this same Congress pushed farm appropriations to a new high. 


And the deficit for the current year will probnbly be tops. Nevertheless the 
principal has been- established. Those who felt that Congress should re- 
assert itself, and halt the presidential philosophy of pump-priming as such, 
hsve had their way. 


Business has been forging its way gradually upward throughout the year, 


and-up-to-the time of the congressional checkmate, had been making steady 
progress toward a level that promised a J'eai' perhaps 70 percent above 1938. 


Those who have been demanding encouragement to business in the form of 


some-sort of brakes on the spending program, some sort of rebuke to the New 
Deal attitude toward business recovery, have luid it. The piiddini; for this 
year has been cooked. 


How will it taste? That will be the proof of the pudding. 
Will the budding business revival continue? 
Will the slowly-increasing 


employment" rolls and the slowly declining unemployment list iibsorb those 
who have been taken off WPA? 
Will timid capital, encouraged at last by 


haying gotten what it wanted in the form of a "turn of the .spending tide." 
now rush into the breach? 
Will people iurloughed and othenvi.se removed 


from WPA rolls make the expected effort to get jobs, and will there be any 
jobs for them to get? 


All economists agree that at least a billion dollars in savings awaits im- 


mediate productive investment. We used to invest around eight billions a 
year, including refunding^. Recently it has been nearer three. The money 
is there. Congress has gone to some lengtlis to create the mood and the" °P~ 
portunity. 


Next January, Congress will be back. They will have heard, in the mean- 


time, from their constituents back home. They will have seen at first hand 
the results of the new policy. They will have s-ampled the puddinrr. 


And on the taste' of it will rest the proof, and the recipe for the kind of a 


pudding which Congress will be most likely to start cooking next January. If 
the retrenchment pudding tastes good, the congressional cooks may feel just- 
ified in assuming that the country likes it and wants more of the same. 
If 


not, Chef Roosevelt may again be asked to provide the recipe which was re- 
jected this year. The proof of the pudding, like thai of all puddings, will be in 
the eating.

the length of life; still others' will sny 
that it is the heart or the nervous' sys- 
tem.

A. J. Carlson also says that 


I n nimbly the sex glands, on which most 
of the attention has been focused rcl- 
aiivf to increasing the length of life 
im.i rejuvenating the elderly, arc one 
of the least important tissues concern- 
ed in (lie life span. 


Must important perhaps would be 


the heart and the circulation. In the 
majority nf people who live beyond 
lid or 7(1. the heart and circulation hiivi; 
aheady begun to fail. No one knows 


how much of this failure of the heart 
is due' to old age and the wearing out 
of the machine, and how much of it is 
due to infectious diseases, to wrong 
diet, to overwork and overstrain. 


We'' do know, however, thnt nil of 


these fuels tire important in relation- 
ship to the ability of the heart to carry 
on its work. In the exceptional poo- 
pie who live to be 100 years old, il is 
found that the heart has done its work 
well mid is still in fairly good condition 
at the time of death. In such people, 
it is usually the nervous systeW or the 
lunjOi which fail. 
j 


Inasmuch as the heart is responsible | 


for pumping the blood and carrying j 
mmrishiiiunt to uvery other tissue in 
tlu- body, the heart is especially vital. 


It has been pointed out that we do 


not yet know what is the. optimum 
amount of mental and physical work 
in relationship to prolonging life. If » 
person does not work at all, he Rets 
fat, and his tissues break down. If he 
works too hnrd, his tissues are ex- 
hausted and they brealc down. . How- 
ever, the body is built with great fac- 
tors of safety, and apparently will re- 
cover from slight excess of work more 
easily than from complete absence of 
Work. 


Human beings have learned to enjoy 


a great many poisons, and the body 
can take care of these in moderation. 
Rut they have serious effect.s when in- 
dulged in li> excess. Alcohol, nicotine, 
iirsonic. exhaust gases, and cither che'ni'- 
icals affeel human tissue and thus are 
concerned with length of life.

Nyberg Beer Tax 


Bill Is Attacked 


Medical School, Sanator- 


ium Revenues Threat- 


ened by New Suit 


LITTLE ROCK.—Lawyers tor retail 


and wholesale beer dealers associa- 
tions reached an agreement Thursday 
for filing an immediate suit challenging 
validity of the 1939 Nyberg Act, which 
places a consumers sales tax on liquor, 
beer and wine. 


The suit will be based on the Arkan- 


sas Supreme Court ruling in the high- 
way bond refunding'case 
declaring 


Paul Gutensohn of Fort Sniilh an in- 
eligible senator, it was said by J. 
Hugh Wharton, lawyer for the Arkan- 
sas Wholesale Beer Dealers Association 
and Roy Prewitt, lawyer for the Ark- 
ansas Beer Dealers and Confectioners 
Asscoiation. 


The lawyers said several days may 


be required to prepare the suit. Validi- 
ty of the Nyberg act was attacked in a 
suit brought several months ago by 
the Arkansas Wholesale Beer Dealers 
association but the Gutensohn angle 
was not raised. 


The Nyberg Act allocated the first 


$300.000 of revenues from the Nyberg 
act to the Medical School. The sana- 
ioria building fund was to get all the 
remaining tax until the state's share in 
matching a PWA grant to the Arkan- 
sas Tuberculosis Sanatorium at Boone- 
ville and a WPA project at the Mc- 
Rae Memorial Sanatorium has been 
paid. Moneys then would go to the 
county tuberculosis fund, state Health 
Department and the state Welfare De- 
partment. 


Mr. Gutensohn's vote was one of the 


IS ballots required for passage. If his 
vote were thrown out the bill would 
fail. 


The supreme court's ruling in the 


Gulensohn case raised the question of 
whether his vote on other bills also 
might be open to court challenge, par- 
ticularly in cases where his vote was 
the deciding factor. Mr. Gutensohn's 
vote was the deciding one in the Dillon 
bill regulating liquor dealers and in 
another affecting a local measure.

Bailey Rumored Consider- 


ing Putting Issue to 


People Then 


LITTLE ROCK. — Governor Bailey 


declined to discuss further Thursday 
his plans for refunding the states S140- 
000.000 highway bond debt, saying "the 
next move is up to those who do not 
want the state to have road construc- 
tion." 


Ultimate fate of the law itself re- 


mained in doubt since the Arkansas 
Supreme Court reserved judgment on 
its constitutionality pending further 
legal action. A decision on its val- 
idity will not be possible until the 
court returns from its second summer 
recess September 25. 


Bond authorities said the state would 


have no further opportunity to refund 
until April 1, the next semi-annual 
maturity date of the bonds, since the 
supreme court ruling invalidating the 
emergency clause to the refunding act 
would prevent refinancing on the Oc- 
tober 1 maturity date. 


Without the erm'ergcncy clause the 


ct, if subsequently held constitutional, 
could not become effective until No- 
vember 1; one month after the date on 
which the governor had proposed to 
call for redemption the state's out- 
standing highway obligations. 


Capitol legal sources said a special 


election on the subject could not be 
called until after effective date of the 
act November 1. They said the gov- 
ernor might call a special election on 
the refunding act after that date if a 
referendum petition is filed. 


These legal sources speculated that 


tine governor might call a special elec- 
tion early next year in time to com- 
plete the refunding April 1. 


Opponents of the refunding act con- 


tinued circulation ot petitions to refer 
the act to a vote of the people at the 
November, 1940, general election. 


Little Rock bond dealers reported 


that road district "B" bonds had drop- 
ped about 11 points from 92 to 73 fol- 
lowing the supreme court ruling. Road 
district "A" bonds declined from 98'/t 
to about 92 V4 or 93. 


DeVall's Bluff bridge bonds which 


Spurted to as high as 96'/<> after the 
refunding measure was introduced fell 
back to 85. Little change was shown 
in the highway "A" bonds and refund- 
ing certificates of indebtedness. The 
''A" bonds fell off one point from 99 
to 98 and the refunding certificates 
dropped three points to 96.
